MOSLEMS HANG

Warning That Days of Ca- 
liphate Have Passed 
From Turkey

aries hung from gibbets in the cold

He was, to me, almost divine, I re- 
member, once, in 1920, the first time 
he came out to see me at my sister 
Eligabeth's (6103 Woodlawn Avenue 
Chicago) in June of that year, that 
we were “talking things over,” I on his 
lap. My elbow accidentally struck hi 
ribs. “Ouch, dearie!” he exclaimed 
I apologized and asked if I had hurt 


him. “No, you just poked me in the 
ribs!” he laughed. “Ribs!” I echoed

never forget his low laugh as he hug- 
ged me. 

It seemed to me I had never heard 
Warren Havding speak so feelingly as 
on that afternoon when he addressed 
his home town people and the great 
throng of visitors who had come from 
miles over the country to hear him 
I well remember how he ended his 
speech, with a quotation from a piece 
my mother often used to recite, It 
was the concluding verse of Will 
Carleton’s poem, “The First Settler's 
Btory,” and goes: 

“Boys fiying kites haul in 

white-winged birds, 

But you can't do that way when 

you're flying words. 

Thoughts unexpressed may some- 

times fall back dead, 

Bub God Himself can't 

once they're said!”

Mr. Gandhi and his followers are ap- 
parently not much concerned about re- 
storing peace in India. They have decided 
to continue the modified type of rebellion 
which they term “civil disobedience”; de- 
spite the outcome of the round table con- 
ference at London and the declaration of 
Premier MacDonald that India can have 
home rule in such measure and at such 
time as it demonstrates the ability to gov- 
ern itself, 

If the present course of Gandhi and 
his friends is to be taken as indicating 
how well fitted India is for home rule, it is 
evident that the scheme sketched at the 
conference might produce anything up to 
civil war, with the exception of ordered 
government. If the disturbers do not 
care enough about home rule to stop riot- 
ing and allow home rule to be established, 
there is not much ground to hope that 
they would obey the statutes of an Indian 
legislature with which they happened to 
disagree. 


TRUSTEES GET TOGETHER 


The annual convention of the Alberta 
school trustees association is always an 
important gathering, for the reason that 


these are the men and women to whom is 
entrusted the detailed administration of 
the school system of the province. The 
convention to be held in the city this week 
will be more than usually interesting, and 
perhaps more than usually important, be- 
cause of the reaction of the prevailing 
conditions upon schools, and particularly 
upon school finances. 

The schools have been affected, as 
have all other community enterprises, by 
the shrinkage in product prices, the slow- 
ing down of business, and the scarcity of 
employment. In some cases boys who 
would otherwise now be at school are 
working to help out the family income. In 
other cases boys who would otherwise be 
at work have gone back to high school to 
fill in the slack time profitably. And the 
non-payment of taxes has made its influ- 
ence felt alike to the school boards and 
the teachers. 

What the convention may have to of- 
fer in the way of stabilizing school fi- 
nances will attract particular attention, 
for the trustees are those who have to 
find the money to keep the schools going 
or take the responsibility of closing them 
when that cannot be done. 


NOT 


SO BAD 


It is reassuring to learn from figures 
compiled by the Dominion bureau of 
Statistics that there was less unemploy- 
ment in Canada in 1930 than in any year 
since 1921, with the exception of 1939, 

This may not be a perfect picture of 
employment conditions, for the reason 
that the statistics are made up from 
reports voluntarily sent in by employers. 
Not all employers make reports to the 
bureau. Most of the large employers 
make returns showing the number 
regularly on their pay rolls. But no record 
is kept, and probably none is possible, of 
casual employment, nor of employment 
on farms. 

But when large established firms are 
carrying their usual number of employees, 
casual employment is commonly in pro- 
portion. Certainly when factory staffs 
are cut down, the same conditions tend 
to make temporary jobs scarce. The con- 
clusion is that outside the field covered 
by the reports to the bureau employment 
conditions generally were much the same 
as those shown by these reports. 

One fact is plain; that, whether the 
total sum of employment was more or less 
than the report would indicate, unemploy- 
ment has been getting more attention 
than it did in any preceding year. From 
the Dominion Government to the municip- 
ality, and from the transcontinental 
railways to local employers, there has 
been a disposition to co-operate in keeping 
men at work, and to give relief to those 
for whom work could not be found. 

If, as the report suggests, the situation 
has not been as bad as some represented 
and many believed it to be, there has been 
and is a national effort to curb unemploy- 
ment and to avert its consequences such 
as has not been made before, and which 
beyond question has been largely effective. 
Canada has no reason to be ashamed of 
the way in which the unemployment dif- 
ficulty has been handled, nor of the 
success that has been attained.

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THE AGED EMPLOYEE 


The question of how to deal with the 
aged employee is worrying the city com- 
missioners. But that is not a problem 
that is peculiar to Edmonton, The authori- 
ties of every other city in Canada are also 
facing it or have faced it or will have to 
face it. 

Provincial and Dominion Governments 
are confronted by the same conundrum. 
And, last but not least, the private em- 
ployer faces it every day of every year 
that passes, Today, while thousands of 
young men are unable to obtain work, 
thousands of men who have long since 
passed the age of efficiency are being car- 
ried on public and private pay-rolls, just 


because their employers are not heartless | 


enough to turn them on the street. 

The question that is bothering the 
commissioners is therefore a question of 
nation-wide interest and importance, and 
one which should be dealt with on that 
understanding, and by the national 
authority. 

The old age pension system is to be 
revised at the coming session of parlia- 
ment. It ought to be revised in several 
particulars. The qualifying age should 
be brought down to 65. The maximum 
amount of pension—one dollar per day— 
should be doubled. And the pension 
should be made payable to every man and 
woman, with no questions asked as to 
whether they are in destitute circum- 
stances. 

If that were done the “problem” of 
the aged employee would cease to be a 
problem. The retirement of the veterans 
would involve no hardship nor injustice, 
and in public service and private business 
full scope would be given for the employ- 
ment of men and women at the peak of 
physical and mental fitness. 

The city council would do well to make 
representations along this line to the 
Dominion Government and the local mem- 
bers of parliament. If similar representa- 
tions were made from other points in a 
way to properly reflect how widespread 
is the difficulty, and how urgent it is 
that a general measure of relief be 


adopted, there is ground to hope that 
parliament would see in the proposal one 
way to help employment conditions to a 
more satisfactory basis.

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Health and Diet Advice

THE SALISBURY REGIMEN 

About twenty years ago I had the good fortune 
to read a book by Dr. Salisbury which described some 
startling cures he had made by putting the patient on 
# diet of ground round steak and raw vegetables. At 
that time I was @ confirmed vegetarian, but the 
book brought out such startling statements that I de- 
termined to investigate its claims. I soon found out 
that this diet yielded remarkable results in many 
cases, even in cases where meat~was supposed to be 
prohibited, I was agreebaly surprised to find the diet 
effective in many forms of rheumatism and even in 
Bright's disease and one of the most noticeable ef- 
fects was in overcoming flatulence or gas in the 
bowels, 

‘he popular reasons for the success of this diet 
are, in the first place, it is a simple diet, Also, the 
excess of food fermentation is avoided in the com- 
plete absence of starches and sugars. Even with the 
large amount of protein food consumed I was unable 
to observe any harmful effects. 

Since that time I have often recommended Salis- 
bury steak, and it has since become so popular that 
it is featured in many restaurants throughout the 
country, The reason for its popularity is that a pro- 
perly broiled Salisbury steak is ome of the most deli- 
cious meat dishes it is possible to make, It is also 
wholesome and easily digestible. Salisbury steak as 
offered in many restaurants is often called Salisbury 
Steak Spanish, the meat being served with a Span- 
ish sauce over it, The sauce «usually consists of 
onions, peppers,’ garlic, etc. which are not )very 
wholesome, If you are eating out, the best plan is to 
order Salisbury steak without @ sauce, or dry. In 
this way you get an order of plain broiled Salisbury 
steak, If you combine the steak with raw salads and 
some cooked non-starchy vegetables, with Jello or 
stewed fruit for a dessert, you will have a perfectly 
combined meal, 

To prepare the Salisbury steak, buy @ plain round 
steak, then remove all of the fat and gristle. The 
best plan is to grind the steak at home in your own 
grinder, This is more satisfactory than having the 
meat ground at the butcher shop in a mill where 
there is probably some fat or gristle remaining from 
the grinding of hamburger earlier in the day, This 
ground round steak should not be compared with 
hamburger, as it consists only of the plain muscle 
meat ground up, whereas hamburger consists of fat, 
gristle and other portions of the meat. In prepar- 
ing the steak, form it into round patties or press in 
& hot oven and turn the fire down, It will be done 
in about five minutes and rare in about three min- 
utes, The meat will turn out with a rich, crisp brown 
appearance and has an exceedingly pleasing tdste. 

Here is the dally Salisbury regimen. [If other 
diets have not relieved your gas you might try it for 
a week and My -7 results; Three times daily eat a 
half pound of isbury steak with as much celery 
or sliced tomatoes as desired, but no other food. A 
half hour before each meal drink a pint of warm 
water, and also sip another pint of warm water while 
eating the meal. Also, drink as much water as pos- 
sible at other times, and take two dally enemas to 
assure free cleansing of the bowels, This diet may 
be repeated occasionally with marked benefit, The 
results will convince you that excessive fermentation 
of food is responsible for many symptoms and ail- 
ments brought on by wrong mixtures of even good 
foods,

A strolling actor and conjuror 
would not ordinarily come w'thin 
the scope of these anniversaries, but 
John Henry Anderson, the “Wizard 
of the North,” who died on this date 
in 1874, happens to be very inti- 
mately connected with the story of 
Covent Garden Theatre.

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UNEMPLOYMENT 
Editor Bulletin:— 


Every intelligent citizen must be 
interested when a city like Edmon- 
ton has an army of 4,000 unem- 
ployed men on her hands to feed, 
cloth, and shelter, and the province 
about twenty-thousand, 

Thousands of idle men in any 
eity or country is a menace to the 
moral, spiritual and eco- 
nomic life of her citizens. And it 
is criminal to allow these condl- 
tions to exist when they can be so 
easily remedied, 

As Premier Brownlee has asked 
for suggestions frou, any organiza- 
tion we offer the following as a 
remedy: 

Edmonton has about 60,000 
vacant lots and Alberta has an un- 
limited supply of lumber in her 
forests, and there is a numer of 
Edmonton citizens living in paper 
shacks and they suffer from the 
cold because they cannot buy coal 
to keep them warm. 

Now we could utilize her unem- 
ployed this winter and next spring 
in building about 300 houses. A 
number of men could be sent up to 
the woods to get out logs and saw 
the lumber this winter and build 
the houses next spring. 

A three roomed house, 18x22, full 
basement with tiolet would cost 
about $1200, and rent for about 
$12 per month. A four roomed fully 
modern for about $1600 and rent 
for $16; a five roomed fully modern 
for $1900 and rent for $19 per 
month; making the total cost for 
300 houses about $564,000 and the 
rent per year $56,400, This would 
pay 5 per cent interest on capital 
invested and 5 per cent for a sink- 
ing fund and other expenses. 

The province has millions of 
acres of good agricultural land for 
homesteads. A number of state 
farms, a township to a farm, could 
be set aside, of bush and timbered 
land. One man to about one hun- 
dred acres or 200 men to a farm. 
The logs could be cut and sawed 
into lumber this winter and brush- 
ing done ready for breaking the 
next spring. The centre of the 
farm could be used for all the bulld- 
ings necessary to carry on farm- 
ing in al lite branches, 

Alberta consumed in 1930, 60,- 
000,800 gallons of gasoline at thirty- 
three and one-third cents a gallon 
it would be $20000,000, Gasoline 
takes the place of hay and oats and 
has completely destroyed the farm- 
ers market for same, also barley 
and wheat. The farmer buys 
gasoline to do nearly all his work 
on the farm, also for transportation 
and pleasure, The city people use 
gasoline for drayage, also other 
business uscs and for pleasure, 

Alberta pays $20,000,000 a year 
for gasoline largely from foreign 
companies and our Tesources are 
being developed for private gain 
and the profits nearly all leave Al-« 
berta, and the farmers market for 
feed is destroyed and they owe Al- 
berta merchants $40,000,000 for 
merchandise, and a delegation of 
retail merchants are asking Pre- 
mier Brownlee to come to their 
rescue 

If Alberta and Edmonton are 
obliged to spend thousands of dol- 
lars every week to feed idle men, 
the government ought to use this 
money to develop our natural re- 
sources and let Alberta citizens have 
these products at cost, It ts pointed 
out thet Edmonton is spending 
$4193 every woek for relief work. 

If these industries will not take 
care of Alberta's unemployed then 
there must be @ fund provided to 
lake care of the balance, and we 
would suggest that this fund be 
raised as follows: On all incomes 
for single persons over $1000, at a 
tax of 5 per cent up to §2000; 
married persor having an income 
over $1,500 up to $2000 5 per cont, 
after allowing $200 for every child 
Over that amount the larger the in-

| GAS EXPORTS. 

The delegation also put forth a

strong request that the exportation of 
natural gas be thoroughly investigat- 
jed so that full provision might be

This request is considered to be 
oulstanding !mportance tn view of the 
fact that the government now has un- 
der consideration an application from 
the Tri-Cities Moore interests of New 
York, and elsewhere, for permission to 
construct a pipe-line from Wain- 
wright to the Saskatchewan boundary 
and to export gas to the province im- 
mediately to the east 

The delegation also requested that 
no amendments be made to the L'quor

UNEMPLOYED RELIELr.

borne by the dominion, provincial and 
municipal authorities until,such time 
as a dominion relief measure for un- 
jemployment insurance should be 
| brought into effect 

The programs of relief employment 
initiated by the government and the 
cities of the province had been the 
means of alleviating suffering and 
want on the part of those who had 
| been unable to obtain other employ- 
ment and federation suggested there 
should be an extension of this win- 
ter's relief employment to the coal 
mining areas and other’ portions of 
the province where unemployment ex-

The suggestion was c4vanced that 
there should be some form of unem- 


ployment insurance enacted, prefer- 
ably as @ purely national measure or 
through the co-operation of the pro- 
vinces, whereby working people might, 
during periods of employment, make 
provision for the period when they 
might be unemployed 

MINING AREAS HIT 

Attention was directed to the ag- 
gravated condition of unemployment 
and under-employment existing in the 
various coa)] mining aresa of the pro- 
vince and it was suggested that the 
government should make a thorough 
survey of thé. coal mining situation 
| With a view to greater stabilization of 
| employment conditions in the mines, 

It was requested also that the gov- 
ernment conduct a survey of unem- 
ployment conditions affecting women 
and girls and institute whatever mea- 
sures were necessary to cope with the 
situa'ion in a proper manner. 

A recommendation under the Work- 
| men's Compensation Act was that the 
| three day waiting clause he abolished 
} as it had the effect of nullifying to a 
| reat extent the benefits derived from 
| the 1928 amendments te the Act 

It was also requested that provis- 
jons be made that compensation pay- 
ments be based on the actual rate of 
earnings of the workman at the time 
of the accident. A very considerable 
| amount of dissatisfaction was caused, 

it was said, by the present system of 
computing average earnings.

Probability of provincial revenue) 
from the coal industry increasing by 
from $125,000 to $150,000 a year was 
mooted in legislative corriders on 
Monday following the conference held 
on Saturday between Premier J. E 
Brownlee and members of the execu- 
tive council and domestic and steam 
om] operators, This increase would be 
brought about by heavier taxation, 

With the taking over of the nat- 
ural resources from the Dominion, the 
province will receive the royalty of 
five cents a ton on all coal mined on 
leasehold land in Alberta. ‘This, how- 
ever, includes only =*:ul 60 per cent 
of the mines, with the remainder be- 
ing on land owned by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway, the Hudson's Bay 
Company, the Calgary and Edmonton 
Land Company and by private owners, 
who in the early days obtained min- 
eral rights with the surface title to 
their property.
